Texas, Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, llawiiii, California 
other places in the south may well 
rejoice they are no: in Harrison 
county. 

The snow began falling Friday 


night and continued almost without 
ceasing until Sunda> u*w»u:ng, when 
the thermometer registered at six de¬ 
grees below zero, Sunday continued 
cold and fair, but another snowstorm 
began early yes erday morning with 
the thermometer standing ten above 
zero. 

The weather bureau at Lexington 
feionicd the snow a* m‘ . inches hi 
depth Sunday morning, the deepest 
since the tecord* have been kept at 
Lexington. Yesterday's snow added 
probably four inch** more. Thr snow 
on .he roadways w us pretty well beat* 
en down and the sidewalks cleaned 
or beaten down sniylay, otherwise 
yesterdayfs snow would have made 
traffic well nigh impossible. On ac¬ 
count of there being not much wind, 
the snow was not bunked as much a* 
is usually the case when so much 
snow* falls.
